"I want this nation to be 
at peace, and we shall be. 


"A great majority of Ameri- 


ca's young people, as I do, do 
approve tf dissent but they say 
they want the right to be heard 
and when they speak they want 
the right to be heard and when 
they speak they think other peo- 
ple should be silent so that they 
can be heard." 


The President continued: "It 


is a generation that is not the 
lost generation, as some Ameri- 
cans think. It isn't the beat gen- 
eration. It isn't the beat-up gen- 
eration. It can be and will be- 
come the great young genera- 
tion," 


Nixon conceded America isn't 


everything he would like it to 
be, Young people, he said, are 
concerned about such things as 
air and water pollution, poor 
housing, inferior education and 
alienation between the races.

he said, "But I also know that 
this is a country where a young 
persons knows that there is a

The Army accused Capt. Vin- 


cent N. Hartmann, 34, of Scran- 
ton, Pa., and 1st Lt. Robert G. 
Lee Jr., 22, of Springfield, Mo., 
Thursday of "ordering mem- 
bers of their command to fire 
into buildings used for human 
habitation on or about June 15, 
1969." They were then with the 
9th Infantry Division.

tempted murder is 20 years.

deficit in fiscal 1971, starting 
July 1, would be as low as the

Nixon. 


As a result of the tax reform 


bill enacted last December, he 
said, the government is suffer- 
ing a net loss of $11 billion or 
$12 billion in annual revenue. 


This results, he said, from 


dropping the 5 per cent income 
tax surcharge June 30, the in- 
crease in the personal exemp- 
tion from $600 to $650 effective 
July 1, the 15 per cent boost in 
Social 
Security benefits which 


took 
effect last January, and 


the new low-income allowance 
granted poor families on their 
tax returns. 


The only offsets, he said, were 


$3 billion gained from repeal of 
the 7 per cent investment tax 
credit for business firms and 
about $1 billion from various re- 
forms. 


The President, in his January 


budget message, forecust a $1.3 
billion budget surplus for fiscal 
1971. But, on May 19, he conced- 
ed there had been a $2.6 billion 
turnaround and a $1.3 billion 
deficit now is in prospect.

pound at Hyannis Port. There is 
no record of who placed the 
call, nor of who answered it. It 
was placed at 10:56 a.m. and 
lasted 23 minutes and 54 sec» 
onds. 


These details were made pub- 


lic Thursday by the Suffolk Su, 
perior Court, along with the 
record of four calls made July 
18, before the accident, and 11 
others made July 19, after the 
call to Hyannis Port.

Philadelphia edged Montreal 5-3 
in 
11 innings, San Francisco 


nipped 
Los Angeles 4-3, St. 


Louis rocked 
the New York 


Mets 9-2 and Chicago beat Pitts- 
burgh 8-7. 


Tlant, who raised his average 


to .434, led Minnesota's 16-hit at- 
tack against five Brewers pitch- 
ers, stroking a run-scoring sin- 
gle in Minnesota's four-run sec- 
ond and a two-run single in a 
four-run fourth as the Twins 
raced to an 11-0 edge. 


Tiant, however, was forced to 


leave in the eighth inning with a 
tight shoulder muscle after giv- 
ing the Brewers eight hits and 
both their runs. 


Last year was a nightmare 


for the Mexico City native, who 
pitched ineffectively and wound 
up losing 20 games while win- 
ning only nine.

Starting back 
where I am in 25th position, 
you're 
automatically spotting 


the leaders the equivalent of one 
full lap, two and one-half miles. 
That's like a prizefighter belt- 
ing you twice on the jaw before 
the opening bell. 


Guys like A.J. Foyt, the Un-

All the time I'm fighting to 


get by the cars in front, the 
leaders will be going at top 
speed and moving that much 
further ahead. I figure it might 
take me three or four laps at 
times to beat one of the slower 
cars, even if I'm running four 
or five miles an hour faster.

DOCTOR'S MAIL-BAG 


Avoid Certain Foods 


If Gastritis Sufferer 


Q—My doctor says 1 have 


gastritis. I am taking some 
pills and liquid that taste 
like chalk and they help me. 
What foods should I avoid'.' 
Can recurrent bouts of gas- 
tritis cause a stomach ulcer'.1 


A—Gastritis is usually ag- 


gravated by alcohol, exces- 
sive smoking, coffee, highly 
spiced 
foods 
and 
greasy 


foods. Many persons discov- 
er over the years that they 
have an individual sensitivi- 
ty to certain foods and learn 
to avoid them. Peptic ulcers 
are caused by nervous ten- 
sion rather than by gastritis. 


Q—One doctor told me I 


have a fallen stomach and 
another said there is no such 
a thing. What do you think? 


A—Fallen stomach is a 


misnomer. 
Some 
persons, 


especially those who are tall 
and lean, have a stomach 
that lies relatively low in the 
abdomen 
when 
they 
are 


standing b e f o r e a fluoro- 
scopic screen and the stoni- 
ach is weighted down with 
barium sulfate. Since this is 
not a disease, it requires no 
treatment. 


Q—What causes a short- 


age of acid in the stomach? 
I am on a bland diet and 
take dilute hydrochloric acid 
with my meals. Is this con- 
dition serious? Will I have to 
take these drops indefinite- 
ly? 


A—The most c o m m o n 


causes of an acid deficiency 
in the stomach are anemia 
and chronic gastritis. An- 
other cause is cancer of the 
stomach, but if you had this 
your doctor would have or- 
dered surgery rather than 
drops with your meals. The 
lack of acid is not serious in 
itself but you should have 
periodic red blood cell counts 
and stomach X rays. As for 
the drops, you can take them 
indefinitely if they seem to 
help you. 


Q—Every morning I feel 


nauseated. My stomach X 
lays were negative. I am 
taking Mylanta and Valium 
but they do not help. What 
can I do for this? 


A—Mylanta is an antacid 


and Valium is a tranquilizer. 
There are 10 or more pre- 
scription drugs on the mar- 
ket specifically for the con- 
trol of nausea — thiopropa- 
zate (Dartal), proehlorpera- 
zine (Compazine), thiethyi- 
perazine (Torecan) — but it 
would help to know whether 
your nausea is due to ane- 
mia, drinking alcohol in the 
evening, gastritis, gall blad- 
der 
disease, 
pancreatitis, 


postnasal drip or some other 
cause because for lasting re- 
lief you must eliminate the 
cause.

"We'll furnish a place to 


stay all night, traveler. But 
bring your own apartment." 


Looking at it realistically. 


this is how the p r i v a t e 
campground serves the fam- 
ily in a recreation vehicle 
making an overnight stop. It 
is a roofless wayside inn. 


Odd as it may be, it satis- 


fies a great need. In 1970, it 
is estimated 30 million such 
recreationers will be on the 
move, each family like the 
snail carrying its own shelter 
with it. Truck c a m p e r s, 
travel trailers, motor homes 
and camping trailers—they 
will all be there. When night 
falls, each one needs a place 
to pull 
up. 
Fulfilling the 


function of the stagecoach 
inns of the past, but in this 
rather strange modern way, 
the campgrounds do the job. 


This is a big thing. 
In 


1969, there were 16,146 such 
parks with 
578,342 camp- 


sites. It will be bigger still 
and the pattern of the future 
seems to be emerging from 
the experience of one fast- 
g r o w i n g g r o u p , Kamp- 
grounds of America. 


The familiar KOA is the 


dominant privately-owned, 
franchised park system in 
A m e r i c a . There was one 
park in 1961. It was in Hill- 
ings, Mont., built because 
that city expected a flood of 
trailerites on the way to the 
Seattle World's Fair. The 
b u s i n e s s m e n who con- 
s t r u c t e d the campground 


when the Billings city coun- 
c i l s h o w e d r e l u c t a n c e 
learned lessons 
that later 


proved beneficial to others. 
This year there will be 500 
affiliated units. 


Surveys found recreational 


vehicle owners are unified in 
a number of simple wants. 
They need: 


• A clean, pleasant place 


to pull in overnight. 


• Not too far from the 


main road. 


• Hot showers and sani- 


tary restrooms. 


• Conveniences for pre- 


paring meals. 


So these things are what 


KOA provides, charging an 
average $3.50 per family. 


It's done in style. Aineri- 


c a n s, supermarket-trained, 
like to know what is in the 
package 
they 
lift 
off the 


shelf. So each KOA unit is 
pretty much like the other. 
T h e r e is a headquarters 
building constructed with an 
A-frame, each identified with 
all the others by design and 
paint. 


In it are lounge, showers, 


rest rooms, laundry facilities 
and a store with food staples. 
"Roughing it in luxury." 


Also, there's a nationwide 


..reservation service so the 
^traveler will know he has a 


place to park the next night. 


Growing as well is another 


kind of camping area. Peo- 
ple in the business like to re- 
fer to it as a "destination 
facility." This just means a 
resort" area rather than an 
overnight c a m p i n g place. 
The vehicle will be parked 
several days while the vaca- 
tioners enjoy a wider range 
of entertainment. The Kamp- 
ground system is exploring 
this phas'e as well through 
RKOA (Ranch K a m p s of 
America). There are several 
pilot models this summer 
with dude r a n c h 
atmos- 


pheres, scenery, horseback 
riding, 
fishing* and swim- 


ming. 


Over the nation, private 


business is under pressure to 
provide 
facilities 
for 
the 


multitude of recreational ve- 
hicles. 


"For 
the past two years 


the number of vehicles has 
increased about 25 per cent," 
says George Weyerhaeuser, 
head of the giant lumber 
concern. National parks will 
never be able to keep pace 
with this growth. 


Private 
owners of large 


tracts of forest lands such as 
Weyerhaeuser—his firm has 
5.6 million acres in eight 
states—are showing interest 
in using their vast acreages 
for recreation.
